6. More specifically, an Issue Notification in an application is placed in the 
docketing calendar of the Washington, D.C. office of Kilpatrick Stockton LLP for 
that application and is a docketing event that is used to consider taking various 
actions, for example, the filing of a continuation application. 

7. Regarding U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 09/085,669, as of today, 
November 15, 2001 I have not received an Issue Notification providing notice of the 
approaching issuance of U.S. Patent No. 6,309,610. 

8. I have come to learn that U.S. Patent No. 6,309,610 issued on October 30, 
2001, although Kilpatrick Stockton LLP never received notice of the approaching 
issuance.
